THE 


DEBT OF 


AIL EIREANN yesterday passed a 
D financial resolution which enables the 
Government to meet its obligations under 
the Pact signed in London last December. 

The resolution met with a certain 
amount of opposition, Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, while admitting that the Pact 
must be honoured, contended that it was 
unnecessary to make provision for the 
payment of £400,000 to Great Britain this 
year. 

” He suggested that it had been left open 
to the Free State Government to say when 
the payments should start, and that the 
State could not afford to pay anything at 

resent. 

| Other members went further than Mr. 
Johnson and declared that the amount 
never should be paid. 

President Cosgrave insisted that the 
Free State had made a very good bargain, 
and that, if the pledges given by the 
Government were not fulfilled, the results 
would be disastrous to the country’s 
honour and credit. 


THE PROGRAMME. 


HOUSE TO BE ASKED TO SIT 
LATE. 


President Cosgrave, on being asked by Mr. 
W. Davin to state his intentions concerning 
the business to be done for the rest of the 
sittings, said that the Budget would be taken 
in-day. It was proposed to move that the 
Dail should sit late to-night and on Thursday 
night, and also on three nights a week for the 
vest of the sittings. The business after the 
Pudget resolutions would be the Finance Bill, 
ihe Appropriation Bill, aud the Estimates ; 
and the Bills expected were a Jurors Bill, an 
Amending Land Bill, a Broadcasting Bill, 
an Army Wounds Pensions Amendment Bill, 
and a Rent Restrictions Bill. That was, so 
far as he knew, the legislative programme; 
but there might be other bills introduced 
without any expectation of finishing them be- 
fore the summer adjournment. 

Mr. Morrissey asked whether, in view of 
the increasing amount of unemployment in 
the country, there wag any intention to deal 
with that matter by way of unemployment 
insurance or other measures. 

President Cosgrave said that it was not 
proposed to introduce any bill to extend un- 
employment insurance. 

Mr. Morrissey—Is the President aware, or 
ig the Ministry of Industry and Commerce 
aware, that the number of people who are 


entitled to draw unemployment benefit is 
hein considerably reduced. as they exhaust 
their vicht to benefit, and, therefore, that 


the number of people who are not in a posi-- 


tion to provide food for themselves or their 
familes is increasing’? Is the Government 
prepared to make any provision for the relief 
pending the time when cmployment will be 
available for these people’ 

Mr. MeGiiliecan. Minister for Industry and 
Commerce. said that he was not aware that 
the facts were as stated by the deputy. 


Vie Morrissey—-Does the Minister deny 
that. no matter hew many stamps a man may 
have on ‘his card, he is onlv entitled to his 


maximum of 166 days’ benefit in a year? 

Mr. MeGillizan—I deny the implication 
that a man must be out of work for half of. 
the vear. 

Mr. Morrissev-—-Many of them are. 

President Cosgrave informed Mr.. Norton 
that the Rent Restrictions Bill would be intro- 
duced soon enouch to have it passed before 
the present Act expired.

FULFILLING FINANCIAL 
OBLIGATIONS. 


In Committee on the Damage to Property 
(Compensation) (Amendment) Bill, which has 
been introduced to give effect to the agree- 
ment made with the British Government in 
London iast December, President Cosgrave, 
for the Minister for Finance, moved :—

(1) The payment out of moneys to be pro-

. AN AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Conor Hogan moved as an amendment 
to change the word “sixty” in the last 
line of the motion to “sixteen.” He said 
that the share of the compensation payments 
had been due by the British Government 
as a right, and the undertaking of that 
responsibility by the Free State was a gift; 
“and who ever,” he said, ‘‘ heard of paying 
interest on a gift?”’ 

President rave said that the five 
millions involved two things—money received 

obligations incurred. 

Mr. Hogan—What are the obligations? 

President Cosgrave—They run into a sum 
between £300,000 and £906,000. 

Mr. Hogan—What are the nature of the 
obligations ? 

President Cosgrave—Awards made by the 
Wood Renton Commission, which was set up 
by agreement between the two Governments. 
It was an act of grace on the part of the 
British Government to agree to its being 
set up and to accept liability. So far 
as the subsequent agreement was concerned, 
it was slightly extended on a request from 
the Free State in respect of the terms of 
reference, and in that particular extension 
particular cases were brought in which would 
utherwise have been excluded. The agree 
ment must be entered into as to the manner 
in which the money was to be paid, and it 
was a question of judgment as ‘to whether 
this was not a good method of paying. 

To a person uneducated in tinancial matters 
it would appear a much better thing to clear 
off the five millions. He believed it coula 
be cleared for less than five millions, but 
he was satisfied that the finances of the State 
were such that their arrangement was a much 
better bargain. Any evasion of the agreement of 
December last would be a damage to their 
credit; and, secondly, the question arose as 
to what the additional sum of between four 
and five millions would mean to their national 
resources. It would leave them liable to place 
a heavier burden on the shoulders of their 
people just now. His opinion, was that 
another agreement would be necessary. It 
was no use to say that sixteen payments of 
£250,000 cleared off four millions. There was 
a larger sum than four millions; there were 
five millions, and the two things, money paid 
and obligations incurred, could not be 
separated. 

Mr. Conor Hogan said that if the House 
passed the resolytion it would be doing a 

reat injustice to the country. He thought 
it would be well worth while to re-open the 
negotiations, and the country would be saved 
money by doing so.

"NOT NECESSARY.” | 

Mr. Johnson, speaking on the main ques- 
tion, said that the vote just taken showed 
that some deputies considered that to vote 
for the amendment would make for a breach 
of their obligations under the London Agree- 
ment. The President contended that under 
the Treaty Agreement Act of 1925 the Dail 
had agreed to pay £400,000 this year and 
£160,000 a year for fifty-nine years. He (Mr. 
Johnson) submitted that the agreement was to 
repay the British Government at such times 
and in such manner as might be agreed upon. 

He contended that the agreement about the 
method of the repayment had yet to be made. 
The question before the House was whether 
they would agree to pay the liability in the 
manner provided in the bill. He asked the 
Dail to say that they could wholely and fully 
fulfil the obligations entered into if they 
hegan to make the repayments when they 
could better afiord to make them. He pre- 
sumed that every deputy who had spoken 
about economy would be prepared to say that 
the country could not afford in the year 1926 


to pay ,000 unnecessarily. It was not 
necessary, because they were not bound 


morally or legally to meet that obligation this 
year. It was a perfectly reasonable proposi- 
tion to say that they would not pay until 
they could afford the money. 

Mr. Lyons supported Mr. Johnson's view, 
and said that there was no sanction of the 
Oireachtas to the agreement made in London. 


They should not pay anything to England 
while there were hundreds starving in this 
country.

Mr. Beamish, supporting the motion, said 
that this State, having made a fair and 
reasonable bargain, was under an obligation 
to honour it. According to Deputy Johnson 
they could say that they would never be able 
to foot the bill, and never would foot it. The 
country was poor, but it would not get richer 
by repudiat/ag what it owed under a bargain. 

NEITHER TRUE NOR WISE. 

Major Cooper said that it was true economy 
to defer entering into obligations, but it was 
neither true nor wise economy, but a 
disastrous policy, to refuse to meet con- 
tracted obiigations. The bargain was that in

GOVERNMENT NOT TO BLAME. 

President Cosgrave strongly repudiated the 
suggestion that delay in payment of com- 

nsation claims was due to any act of the 

vernment, He said that they had made 
provision for the payments in the year's 
estimates, and had appointed additional 
judges to secure the earliest possible discharge 
of honourable obligations. 

In December last, when the London Agree- 
ment was before the Dail, all the facts and 
information, and the order in which the 

yments were to be made, were set out. The 

ail approved of the bill ratifying the agree- 
ment and all it contained. 

Continuing, President Cosgrave said that 
they were asked now to practice economy by 
postponing payment of their debts. 

Pron Lyons—J ask you not to pay them at 


President Cosgrave—That is the new 
economy! That is how money is to be saved! 
That is how this nation is to be an honour- 
able nation—that we should pay nobody. 

‘That is an economy I will not subscribe 
to,” he added. Nobody, he went on, liked 
paying debts, but they recognised it was a 


duty. Jn this case a good bargain had been 
made. I was better than paying £4,000,000 
in cas 


“1 observe,”’ he said, “that the economists 
do not go into the question of how to produce 
a better bargain. Postpone payment. What 
does that mean’? It means to have your name 
written Op as a nation that will not meet its 
obligations. This is the agreement that we 
have made. It is perfectly within the com- 
petence of the Dail to say they do not agree 
with it; but it will be the duty of the suc- 
ceeding Government to agree to terms.” 

Mr. Lyons asked why the Government 
would not save £4,000,000 out of the current 
year’s estimates, and avoid incurring debt. 

Mr. Baxter said that the Dail did not under- 
stand that payment would start this year. 

The President, in reply, quoted the state- 
ment made by the Minister for Finance in 
the debate on the Confirmation of Agreement 
Bill last January. 

Mr. Baxter asked whether the Dail had not 
understood from that statement that the first 
payment would fall to be made in 1929. : 

President, Corgrave replied that if the Dail 
had been in a state of adamantine stupidity 
at that time it might have believed it. The 
case was that payments began this year. 

REASONABLE INCREASE. 

Mr. Morrissey criticised the addition.of 10 
per cent. to the sums awarded for compensa- 
tion for destroyed property. He said that 
either the original awards were unjust or the 
Government was now giving the claimants a 
sum of money to which they were not en- 
titled. He asked if the Governnient intended, 
if they had the power, to see that the people 
in the North received compensation in lke 
manner. If the Government had not the 
money to restore the shilling which they took 
from the old age pensioners, if they were ut- 
able to provide for the unemployed, and keep 
the people from starving, it was an extra- 
ordinary thing that they could afforc to pay 
£250,000 a year for sixty years to the British 
Government. 

Mr. P. Hogan (Clare) said that the only 
reason the deputies on the Government 
benches understood was fhe division bell. 
According to the President a breach of faith 
with Great Britain meant a great deal, bat a 
breach with this country was of no im. 
portance.

THE SAME QUESTION AGAIN. 

The Committee stage of the bill amending 
the Damage to Property Compensation Act, 
made necessary by the London Agreement. 
was then taken up. 

The question of the methods of the repay- 
ments to Great Britain came up again on an 
amendment by Mr .Johnson to the effect that 
the payment of £150,000 be made *‘ on such 
date as Dail Eireann may determine by 
resolution declaring that the payment of the 
said sum may be made without imposing an 
undue burden upon the finances of Saorstat 
Eireann.”’ second paragraph of the 
amendment oe for the first annual pay- 
ment of £250,000 on the first day of April in 
the year next following that of the payment 
of £150,000. 

Mr. Hewat, opposing the amendment, said 
that the policy of the country would be very 
badly interpreted if the Dail were to accept 
the proposal to postpone payment. The 
sooner any country faced its liabilities and 
carried out its obligations the better for 
itself. 
Mr. Heffernan said that he would vote 
against the amendment, because there was no 
alternative but to pay once they accepted the 
agreement, which was put like a pistol to the 
heads of the country. He believed that 
people got compensation who should not have 
got it, and that judges discriminated in favour 
of one class, hey all knew that compen- 
sation was granted as a sop to the so-called 
loyalists who went to live in England.

Abyssinia. The French Press, ever on the 
qui vive for signs of Francophobe activity, 
declares that the only solution of the 
Abyssinian problem is to be found in a 
French mandate for this ancient Empire. 
The antecedents of the Anglo-Italian agree- 
ment, which is tantamount to a re-defini- 
tion of spheres of influence, are rather 
interesting. Towards the end of the last 
century the Italians attacked the inde- 
pendence.of Abyssinia, which is a country 
twice the size of thé German Reich, and 
burnt their fingers very badly. In 1896 
Italy recognised the sovereignty 
of the Ethiopian State, and ten years after- 
wards joined with Britain and France in 
a tripartite The Emperor 
Menelik was a party to this pact. It gave 
the fullest recognition to Abyssinia’s 
political independence, but laid down 
certain of influence for the 
three contracting parties. Apparently, 
Britain and Italy have decided that the 
1906 agreement is not sufficiently precise. 
By virtue of the new pact Italy recognises 
Britain’s right to the control of Lake 
Tsana, Which is the reservoir of the Sudan,

Atlantic. Most of the fish exported from 
Ireland, of course, is caught in the waters 
of the Free State, and it is estimated that 
from 36,000 to 40,000. barrels of cured 
mackerel were sent from the Saorstdt. to 
America last year. Prices were lower than 
in 1924 owing to large catches in Canadian 
and American waters—the catch at Halifax 
amounted to 16,000 and the American 
eatch to 20,000 barrels. The natural vicissi- 
tudes of the fish harvest never can be over- 
come, but Irish fish suffered in the market 
through artificial and removable 
causes. While Norwegian-cured mackerel 
brought 22 to 30 dollars the barrel, Irish- 
cured mackerel brought only 10 to 11 
dollars. This discrepancy, was 
due to careless grading and packing in 
Ireland and to Irish curers’ lack of system 
in marketing.

fishermen and to furnish an organisation 
for the scientific marketing of both fresh 
and cured fish. We are glad that the Irish 
Fishermen’s Association has prepared a 
statement, to be laid before members of 
the Dail and the Senate, putting stress on 
what we have described before as the 
supreme need of the Irish fisheries—a 
cheap and efficient means of transport 
from fishing ground to market. The 
Association asks for an annual subsidy 
of £7,000 to cheapen the cost of transport 
by railway.. The neglect of fish in Irish 
diet is due largely to the difficulty of 
distributing fresh fish rapidly. Improved

Greater Ireland. 


To the schoolboy of thirty years ago 
geography was a hateful subject. It was 
presezted to him in the shape of lists of 
riv rs and heights of mountains, of which 
his memory quickly relieved itself as soon 
as the school door had closed behind him 
for the last time. To-day, thanks to the 
work of such bodies as the Irish Geo- 
graphical Association, geography is, or 
ought to be, one of the most fascinating 
subjects in the school curriculum. In its 
new and humanised form it explains 
history, illuminates the movements of 
trade, and—so closely is man affected by 
his geographical environment—foretells 
the destinies of nations. Mr. John Cooke’s 
lecture in Dublin yesterday reminds us 


that vast migrations of our globe’s human 


tenants are still in progress, and that only 
the nature of their impulse has changed 


since the days of Nebuchadnezzar and 


Attila. To-day Kings do not lead hungry 
hordes into new Continents or transplant 
the peoples of captured cities. In our 
modern times it is the need of work or 
the lure of mineral wealth that fills. the 
emigrant ships and blazes trails across 
desolate country. Through economic 
pressure and the spirit of adventure the 
-rish people “have become a name” as 
world-wanderers. Well may we say, 
“What do they know of Ireland who 
only Ireland know?’ when we are re- 
minded, as Mr. Cooke reminds us, that 
four-fifths of the Irish race do not inhabit 
Well, also, 
may we admire the folly of those who 
would confine the best Irish brains to the 
cramped opportunities of this small island, 
and would deprive them »f the language 
which is an “Open, Sesame” to wealth 
and fame in every part of the world. In 
the light of Mr. Cooke’s lecture the policy 
¢f “compulsory Irish ” is revealed as an 
i tempt to sever all contact between some 
three millions of Irishmen at home and 
their seventeen million kinsmen abroad.

IMPERIAL PARLIAMENT 


ECONOMY BILL. 


REPORTED TO THE HOUSE. 


From Our PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT, 


WESTMINSTER T uesday. 

The House of Commons did not offer an at- 
tractive Order Papér for members to-day, and 
the benches showed more material than 
humanity, when the sitting commenced. 
number of members with Protectionist in- 
clinations asked about the progress of safe- 
guarded industries. The announcement, in 
every case, that the industry was reviving, 
elicited cheers from the Conservative benches, 
and ironical laughter from the Socialists, the 
Liberals not counting, since they were barely 
represented. Every now and again a Con- 
servative would rise and ask whether safe- 
guarding could not be applied to other indus- 
tries, but at length the Speaker said that 
members must reserve their fiscal opinions 
until next week. 

An exchange of civilities took place when 
Mr. Geoffrey Peto asked the Prime Minister 
whether he would introduce a provision in the 
Standing Orders for the suspension of mem- 
bers’ salaries when their services were sus- 
pended. Mr..Churchill was about to reply for 
the Prime Minister, when Mr. Thomas jumped 
to the table, and, waving his arm, said that 
the same thing would apply to the Govern- 
ment shifts now working in-the House: Cheers 
and counter-cheers were loud and long, but 
Mr. Churchill, unmoved, said that the ques- 
tion was one for the House as a whole. 

An were incident concluded the ques- 
tion hour. Mr. Garro Jones, & very young 
member, asked whether the ‘French Finance 
Minister had vet specified any date for his 
visit to this country. Mr. Churchill said that 
he proposed. to refer to this matter in his 
Budget speech. Captain Garro Jones then 
asked if the Chancellor would prevent M. 
Feret from conducting an intensive propa- 
gana—here the Speaker broke in with the 
remark that the question was an improper 
one. Mr. Churchill said that there was 
nothing that could warrant such an attack 
upon the French Finance Minister. Captain 
Garro Jones tried again, but the Speaker 
stopped him, and said that he must see any 
questions dealing with other Governments 
than our own before he allowed them to be 
put on the paper. 


EDUCATION. 

The efforts of the Government to secure 
economies in educational matters were further 
criticised this evening. when the Committee 
stage of the Economy Bill was resumed. The 
clause under discussion when the House rose 
last night was that empowering the Board of 
Education to disallow the expenditure of 
local authorities when, in their opinion, it 
was excessive. Mr. Richardson sought to 
limit it by confining the embargo to new ex- 
penditure. Mr. Cove, in seconding, confessed 
that this was a somewhat forlorn proposal, in 
view of the attitude taken up by the Govern- 
ment, and, indeed, Lord Eustace Percy, when 
he came to reply, declined even to consider 
it. ‘New expenditure,’” he said, ‘‘ might 
mean anything.” Mr. Trevelyan observed 
that the only object which the Labour Party 
had in view in: moving this amendment 
was to limit the power for harm which 
the clause, as it stood, gave to the Minister 
for Education. The amendment was rejected 
without a division. 

Mr. Percy Harris, the Liberal member for 
Bethnal Green, sought to attain the same 
object by moving the omission of the words, 

‘« Expenditure which, in the opinion of the 
Board, was excessive,having regard to the cir- 
cumstances of the area of the authority, and 
the general standard. of expenditure in other 
areas.” as governing the expenditure which 
the Board were not. bound to recognise for 
the purpose of a Parliamentary grant. Sir 
John Simon, in supporting the amendment, 
urged that the extent of the call on the local 
rates was a sufficient check upon extravagant 
expenditure, but Lord Eustace Percy would 
not admit that this was sufficient,. and the 
amendment, on a division, was rejected by 
25 votes to 142. 

Various minor amendments, dealing with 
the same subject, were rejected by Govern- 
ment ee: in the neighbourhood of 130. 
snd finally the clause was added to the bill 
by 241 votes to 152. 

ere was not much in the bill which lent 
itself to jokes, but Mr. Jack Jones managed 
to work one off on Clause 19, which 
authorises the Postmaster-General to use ad- 
vertisement devices for cancelling stamps on 
postal packets. Commander Kenworthy had 
protested against drink advertisements in 
postage stamp books, whereupon Mr. Jack 


Joucs said that his only objection was that 


the drink advertised wds not strong enough. 
He did not see why he should not’ be 
allowed to advertise himself in this way. He 
was quite convinced that he would be worth 
more than much of the stuff that was adver- 
tised. The clause was added to the bill 
unamended. 

Other clauses and schedules were added to 
the bill, which was then reported to the 
House without amendment.

The settlement followed a stormy meeting 
of the employers, during which Mr. Tom 
Fraser, the Paelivnais, resigned the chair, 
and also his’ office as President of the local 
Wholesale Meat Traders’ Association. He 
was later persuaded to resume the chairman- 
ship of the meeting, which eventually decided 
to take the men back on the old terms. 

The men, at a subsequent meeting, agreed 
to accept the terms.

At our interview the desirability of funding this expenditure was discussed, and 
Mr. Blythe then explained that the so-called normal revenue contained a number of 
abnormal items, to the extent of, perhaps, £1,000,000, and, at the very most, the 
abnormal expenditure which had been met from revenue could not be put at a higher 
igure than some £900,000. 

We do not recommend any steps to make this sum available retrospectively for 
the relief of taxation in the current year, in view of the possibility that in future no 
similar surplus would be available, and taxation would have to be increased—a 
volicy which does not commend stself to us. 


COMING YEAR. 


In m£ et of the coming financial year the forecast of abnormal expenditure 
totals to £35,650,770. We recommend that Mr. Blythe should be asked to fund these 
items. We believe that it is his intention to make some such proposal, that it is 
in harmony with the previous proposals which have been made regarding funding, and 
that to meet this expenditure in any other way would be detrimental. The country 
cannot bear an increase of taxation te cover such a heavy expenditure on abnormal 
ems, 

We think it is important for us to point out the reasons which led us to regard 
this expenditure (and this expenditure only) as being of an abnormal and non- 
recurrent character. 


PUBLIC WORKS. 


In respect of public works, the buildings the cost of which it is considered 
should be charged to capital account are:—The Post Office, Four Courts, Customs 
House, and other replacements of damage done in the recent disturbed period. 

We do not recommend that all the items of expenditure on public buildings which 
appear in this vote should be capitalised: many of them represent small value; 
none of them represent any real addition to the productive capacity of the country, 
and normally an expenditure of a substantial amount, perhaps, of some £250,000, will 
recur in respect. of National Schools, repairs and buildings, etc., which, under no 
circumstances, could we recommend should be capitalised.

R. Ernest Blythe, the Free State 
Minister for Finance, will make his 
Budget statement in Dail Eireann at 
about 3.30 o'clock this afternoon. It will 
be the Minister’s twird Budget, and its 
secrets have been so well guarded that 
nobody outside the Cabinet and the De- 
partment of Finance knows what is in 
store. 

The motor trade, for instance, is just 
as uneasy to-day as it was three months 
ago. No one in the trade knows, or pre- 
tends to know, what is in the Minister’s 
mind. Some traders are willing to bet

The usual pro- 
cedure is to allow a few days to elapse 
between the introduction of the Budget 
and the financial resolutions.

WAGES OF DUBLIN 
BAKERS, ©

QUESTION OF OUTPUT.

Negotiations for a reduction in the wages 
of Dublin bakers have been in progress for 
some time. 

Representatives of the Irish Bakers’. and 
Confectioners’ Society and the Dublin 
Master Bakers’ Committee have held 
several meetings, under the’ chairmanship 
of an official of the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce, and it is understood that 
the Committee for each party in the matter 
is prepared to recommend the acceptance 
of a reduction in operatives’ wages of five 
shillings per week from the first pay day 
in May, and a further reduction of four 
shillings per week from the first pay day 
in July, with proportionate reductions for 
apprentices. 

On inquiry yesterday why the Dublin 
baker handled only twelve sacks Of flour a 
week against the Belfast baker’s twenty-four 
sacks, an Jrish TJ'imes representative was in- 
formed that the type of loaf produced in 
Dublin differs from that in Belfast. In 
Dublin there is a demand for “ crusty”’ 
loaves, the ovens are different from those 
used elsewhere, and the flour requires more 
working. Consequently, more time is occupied 
in turning out a given number of loaves. A 
sack of flour produces 90 4lb. loaves. Every 
man handles two sacks per day, turning out 
180 4]b. loaves. At the present, rate of wages 
—94s. per week for table hands and 106s. for 
oven men—this puts the cost of labour against 
every 4lb. loaf at a penny. 

It would take a very substantial reduction 
in wages to effect any perceptible alteration 
in this item. In fact, it is difficult to see 
how the proposed reduction can have any 
effect upon the cost of bread to the consumer. 

As a matter of fact, the price of bread is 
governed almost entirely by fluctuations in 
the price of flour. A reduction of 3s. 9d. 
per sack in the cost of flour would, it is 
pointed out. justify a reduction of a half- 
penny per 4Ib. loaf. 

It is stated that, even if the full reduction 
proposed is made, the Dublin bakers’ wages 
will still be higher than the Wages of bakers 
in other centres.

To-day 
the weakness was accentuated: the pound 
opened at 146.25 and fell to 147.60. Much 
lower quotations were reached in private 
transactions, the fall being quite as much 
due to French as to foreign sales of francs.

GOLD GOING ABROAD. 


BIG PURCHASES FOR THE 
CONTINENT. 
From A FINANCTAL. CoRRESPONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuesday. 

There were high hopes that a substantial 
proportion of this week’s arrival of South 
African gold would be bought by the Bank 
of England, with a consequent increase in 
the resources of the banking system. Other 
purchasers, however, stepped in, and it is un- 
likely that the Bank will gain even the few 
thousands left in the market to-morrow. 
India was a small. buyer yesterday, but the 
bulk of the £750,000 was taken for the Con- 
tinent, and it is generally believed that the 
purchaser was the Reichsbank. 

This is the season of the year when there 
should be an inflow of gold to strengthen the 
Bank’s reserve against the efflux following 
the seasonal weakness of the exchanges in 
the autumn. Although there has been a net 
influx .of £1,993,000 since the new year. 
this is the result of the release of 
sovereigns previously ear-marked, and of a 
windfall of Russian gold, No gold has reached 
London as the result of exchange transactions. 
The Bank secured about one-third of the 
£2,500,000 of Russian gold that was refined 
in this country; the rest was bought by the 
Reichsbank. 

For the last six weeks shipments of South 
African gold direct from Durban to India 
have made the amount available in the open 
market in London verv small, and even the 
few thousands that have reached this country 
have been purchased bv India or the Con- 
tinent. It is believed that one of the “' Big 
Five ” has lately made purchases of bullion. 
The policy of the Reichsbank seems to be 
the strengthening of its bullion reserves at 
home and abroad, in order to make. possible 
the easier credit conditions that will benefit 
German industry, and at the same time to 
build up reserves to prevent any weakness of 
the exchanges, when in the autumn Germany 
has to face the strain of transferring repara- 
tions payments and service on foreign loans.

Lord Reading was received in audience 
by His Majesty on relinquishing his 
appointment as Viceroy and Governor- 
General of India. 

The following official announcement was 
issued from 10 Downing street last 
night :— i 

“The King has been pleased to approve 
that the dignity of a Marquisate of the 
United Kingdom be conferred upon the 
Right Hon. the Earl of Reading, G.C.B., 
G.C.S.L, G.C.LE., G.C.V.O., on the com- 
pletion of his term of office as Viceroy 
and Governor-General of India.” 

The honour conferred by the King on 
the retiring Viceroy serves not only to 
express His Majesty’s recognition of the 
fidelity and success with which Lord 
Reading has discharged ‘the great re- 
sponsibilities of that highest of all offices 
in the service of the Crown, but to direct 
public attention afresh to the exceptional 
brilliancy of Lord Reading’s career. For 
many years the name of Rufus Isaacs 
symbolised one of the outstanding advo- 
cates at the English Bar—an advocate 
destined to become the first Attorney- 
General of England to sit in the Cabinet. 

When he relinquished that office he 
became Lord Chief. Justice of England. 
His tenure of that position—1913 to 1921— 
included the period of the Great War, and 
it is by his services to the nation during 
the European struggle—services outside 
his sphere of office as a judge—that Lord 
Reading is chiefly remembered by the lay 
public ; for he was President of the Anglo- 
French Loan Mission to the United States

EXTENSLON OF LUXURY

It is understood, says The Times, that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer will wind up 
the debate on the third reading of the 
Economy Bill to-morrow everng, and wil! 
take this further opportunity of dealing with 
the nation’s financial position as he did in 
his speech on the second reading. Mr. 
Churchill will again emphasise the fact that 
further’ economies are becoming increasingly 
difficult to make; that apparently the annual 
expenditure will have to be stabilised in the 
region of £800,000,000, and that further re- 
missions, of taxation must depend upon an 
expansion of the national revenue rather than 
upon a marked reduction of expenditure. 

Mr. Churchill’s Budget speech on Monday 
will indicate some of the fields in which he 
hopes fresh revenue can be obtained; such 
as the betting tax, from which a revenue of 
£5,000,000 a year may’ be expected, and an 
extension of the luxury tax. It was said 
that when Mr. Bonar Law was Chancellor 
of the Exchequer a luxury tax proposal was 
prepared at the Treasury, in which some- 
thing like 1,000 articles were scheduled. The 
prevosal, however, was not proceeded with, 
and Mr. Churchill's plan is said to be rather 
one of a luxury. tax by instalments. As silk 
was brought under review last vear. it is 
suggested that the most likely articles for 
t-xation this year, would be furs, feathers, 
diamonds, and other precious stones.

HUGE COLONIAL SUPPLIES. 


From Our Own CoRRESRONDENT. 
LONDON, Tuescay. 

There should he no lack of fruit during the 
next few days, for enormous quantities are to 
be distributed from Covent Garden to all 
parts of England, Ireland, Scotland and 
Wales. 

Two consignments alone amount to about 
ten million pounds, a shipment of three 
million pounds by boat direct to London from 
Australia being followed by over six million 
pounds from South Africa. The latter con- 
signment consists mainly of pears, grapes, 
peaches, apples, melons and plums, and is 
expected to arrive at Southampton to-night, 
and will be brought to London by special 
trains in the morning.

It will be noted that in the summer months 
the number of visas granted are considerably 
higher than in the winter, This is accounted 
for by the fact that the majorty of emigrants 
prefer to travel in the warmer weather.

ABOLITION OF COST OF 

LIVING BONUS DEMANDED. 

The Cork County Council yesterday de- 
cided to strike a rate of one penny in the 
pound for the purposes of the Agricultural 
and Technical Instruction Act on the con- 
dition that the cost of living bonus paid to 
officials was abolished by the Department. 

Mr. D. L. O'Gorman. who presided, said 
that the people of the Free State now de- 
manded economy, and that economy should 
be exercised by the Government as wel] as 
the local Councils. They had seen with 
marked disapproval enormous Salaries and 
high bonuses paid to high officials, Those 
Officials in the employment of the Government 
at the head of departments had salaries of 
£1,000 per. year and over it, and were also 
drawing bonuses of £255 per year. There 
was ho justification at present for the cost of 
living bonus. om 2 

Even assuming that the cost of living had 
not fallen, the present state of the country 
did not justify the continuance of the bonus. 
Only a few days ago it was announced that 
the Cork Harbour Board’s revenue had 
dropped by £10,000, and that showed the 
alarming condition of the trade of ‘the South 
of Ireland.

When you have the answer to these ques. 
tions you will be in a fair way to anticipate 
your opponent’s ‘move against you, and not 
t> be deceived when he tries to conceal them. 

Some players profess that they watch their 
Opponents’ eyes so as to anticipate their 
movement. I tried this once against Gobert, 
with disastrous results, In general, [ am 
guided by the other man’s racket movement, 
especially in service. 

The direction of Patterson’s service, for 
instance, can, I find. be anticipated in this 
way, and [| personally enjoy his service, 
though it is probably the strongest in the 
world. On your side you should do every- 
thing to prevent your opponent anticipating. 

An important consideration in tactics is to 
take advantage of all signs of weakness or 
uncertainty in your opponent. If he is play- 
ing # particular stroke badly, force him to 
go on Playing it. H he is tiring, trv to tire 
him more by making him run about the 
court: moreover, a great moral effect is 
produced on a player by having to run while 
his opponent remains steady. If he is dis- 
couraged, risk something in order to bring 


| off an unexpected shot; that will discourage 


him stil] more. 
GOING ALL OUT To WIN. 


There are two methods of tournament 
as apart irom match play. The first is that 
of Suzanne Lenglen. She always plays to win 
as quickly as possible, and always plays ex- 
actly the same game—her best—no 
against whom she is playing. i 

The second is mine, and was formerly prac- 
tised by Tilden. though less so now ] think. 
This is, t® use yourself up less in the earlier 
rounds of a tournament when playing against 
men you know you ought to beat. It is a 
method which allows 
Strokes, and also to conserve your nervous 
energy for later and more severe struggles, 
and not run the risk of exhausting it by 
always playing at top speed. I was somewhat 
severely handled by one London critic last 
year for employing this method at Wimble 
don, but I fail ‘to understand why. 

Lawn tennis is not an exhibition of ballet 
dancing; the public pays to see a contest, 
and the competitors have the right to play in 
the way they think best for their chances in 
the whole tournament. If I find it to my ad- 
vantage not to annihilate an Opponent much 
weaker than myself |] shall certainly not do 
so. The conservation of nervous energy for 
the last stages of the tournament is a matter 
of vital consequence. One must -be careful, 
however, in the application of this method. 

Playing against Jacobs at St. Cloud, I be. 
san practising strokes. He got ahead, and 
when I set to climbing up I found his well. 
known obstinacy in contesting the game very 
Dearly -put me in Serious danger. Which 
method to adopt is, as so much else in tennis, 
a question for the individual. I find ] keep 
fitter in my Way; probably Mlle.

VERDICT FOR THE BANK. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND A 

SPECIAL JURY.) i 
The hearing coneluded of the case in which 
John Connell, cattle dealer, 40 Cabra road, 
Dublin, claimed £5,000 damages from the 
Munster and Leinster Bank for alleged neglect 
and refusal to pay his cheques, and also for 
breach of contract. 

The plaintiff claimed that he was allowed 
£500 overdraft. The defendants denied that 
there were any funds to meet the cheques 
presented, and counter-claimed for £600 
alleged to be due by the plaintiff for sums 
advanced, with interest, at his request. The 
plaintiff denied that he owed defendants any 
sum. 

The jury, after a quarter of an hours 
absence, brought in a verdict to the effect 
that the defendants dishonoured cheques of 
the plaintiff; that at the time there were not 
sufficient funds in the plaintiff's account to 
meet those cheques, and that the plaintiff had 
overdrawn his account to the amount of £477. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—That is a verdict for 
the defendants on the action and also on the 
counter-claim.

The hearing was rdsumed of the application 
by way of appeal by the defendant in the 
probate case of Scarti v. Scarff, to have the 
judgment entered by Mr. Justice O'Byrne, 
sRting without a jury, in favour of the plain 
tiff on 2nd February last set aside and entered 
for him, or, in the alternative, to have a new 

trial ordered. 

The action was brought by the plaintiff,

a Jeffares, neither of whom could since be 
found or identified, though they had been 
advertised for in the usual manner. There 


was no attestation clause in the will. which, 
it appeared, had been executed in the train 
on the journey between Monasterevan and 
Dublin, and which was as follows :— 
“G.S.W. Rail. Wm. H. Scarff wills all to 
his wife at his death, and she will see to 
Meta’s pension. 

‘*Signed—Wm. H. Scarff, F. 
Jeffares. Sept. 4th, 1924.’’ 

Lhe expression “ Meta’s pension referred 
to a daughter of the deceased, who was being 
educated in a convent in Belgium.

IRISH ‘SEACHER’S APPEAL. 


Au appeal came on for hearing in the case 
of John Kavanagh, Irish teacher and “in 
surance agent, of Castlemaine, Co. Kerry, and 
owner of several houses in Dublin, against 
Sara Whittle, widow, from a judgment of 
Mr, Justice Sullivan and Mr. Justice Hanna 
in favour of the defendant, the action having 
been brought by the appellant and plaintiff 
lo recovel possession of the premises, 29 
Victoria avenue, Donnybrook. 

The house, it appeared, had been originally 
let to the defendant’s husband at a rent of 
£2 15s. 6d. a month in January, 1914, and 
the present rent of the premises had been 
increased to £3 7s. a month, unfurnished. 
The defendant, who had three children, sub- 
let the premises furnished at £7 a month, 
and went to reside at Glenealy, Co. Wicklow, 
for the time being on account of the children’s 
health. 

The plaintiff now wanted the house for his 
own accommodation and that of his wife and 
family of five children. 

For the appellant it was contended, on a 
point of law, that the Increase of Rent Act 
did not apply to a furnished letting of this 
kind, and that the landlord was entitled to 
recover possessicn, as he wanted the place for 
his own accommodation 

The judges in the Courts below had held 
that the Act did apply, and that, under the 
circumstances, it would be a greater hardship 
to eject the defendant than to refuse posses- 
sion to the plaintiff. 

Mr. M. Magvire,' K.C., and Mr. Cawley

COMPANY DIRECTOR’S ACTION, 
(BEFORE MH. AUSTICE O'BYRNE AND A 
COMMON JURY.) 

An action was heard of Izidore 1. Bradlaw, 
51 Grafton street, [Dublin, company director, 
against the Ideal Films, Ltd., of 76 Wardour 
street, London, and Clifford Reid, 31 Parlia- 
ment street, Dublin, their Dublin manager. 
The plaintiff claimed the return of an Oak- 
land motor car, his property, alleged to have 
been detained by the defendants, or its value, 
£175, and £100 damages for its detention. 
The plaintiff also’claimed £56, money alleged 
to be due by the defendants for hirage of the 
car. The defendants counter-claimed £30 
damages for alleged breach of warranty in 

respect of the hirage of the car. 
In the statement of claim the plaintiff 
alleged that. on the 21st July, 1923, the de- 
fendant, Clifford Reid, acting as agent and on 
behalf of the Ideal Films, Ltd.. verbally con- 
tracted and agreed with the plaintiff for the 
hirage of an Oakland motor car, the plaintiff's 
property, at £8 per week, with an option to 


purchase within a reasonable time. In pur- 
suance of the hiring agreement, Mr. Reid 


took possession of the car, and the defendants 
were indebted to the plaintiff in the sum of 
£56 for seven weeks’ hirage. 

In their defence, the Ideal Films, Ltd.. 
denied that Mr. Reid acted as their agent or 
had authority from them to contract or agree 
with the plaintiff for the hirage of the car as 
alleged, or at all, They also denied failing to 
return the car, and denied that they had 
detained it or deprived the plaintiff of its use. 
The defendant, Clifford Reid, in his defence. 
denied that he contracted with the plaintiff 
for the hire of a motor car, either with or 
without an option to purchase; that he entered 
into any contract with the plaintiff as 
agent for or on behalf of the defendants, 
the Ideal Films, Ltd., or that he detained 
the car or deprived the plaintiff of its 
se. He alleged that he contracted and 
agreed with the plaintiff for the hire of the 
car for one week from the 2lst July, 1923, 
for £8; that he was induced to hire it for 
a long journey by a warranty that it was 
in good order and repair, whereas, this 
defendant alleged, the car was not in good 
order and broke down at Cashel on a journey 
to Cork. 

In reply to the countr-claim of the de- 
fendant, Mr. Reid, the plaintiff, denied that 
he gave.the warranty or representation men- 
tioned, or that this defendant was induced 
to enter into the contract for the hire of the 
ear by reason of any such warranty or repre- 
sentation.

WEXFORD WILL SUIT. 


ORDER TO STAY PROCEEDINGS. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN.) 
Judgment was given in the case of Dooley 
v. Dooley. This was an application on behalf 
of Miss Annie Dooley for an order staying 


further proceedings in a probate action and 
dismissing it on the ground that the 
administrator de bonis non of his deceased 


father is estopped from seeking to establish 
the alleged will referred to in the writ of 
summons and statement of claim; that he was 
guilty of sugh /aches as disentitled him to 
proceed with the action; that the order and 
decision in the Chancery Division was a 
res judicata, and that the probate action 
was vexatious and an abuse of the process of 
the Court. 
*In the probate action the plaintiff, George 
Dooley, of Hoodsgrove, Rosbercon, New Ross, 
Co. Wexford, sought to have proved in 
solemn form an alleged will made in 1923 
by his father, the late James George Dooley. 
The defendants named in the suit were the 
laintiff’s five sisters—Bridget, Annie, 
Margaret, Mary and Frances. Chancery pro- 
ceedings for the administration of the estate 
of the late Mr. Dooley had, it appeared, been 


going .on for a considerable time on the 
assumption that he died intestate, and an 
order had been made recently staying the 


Chancery action, pending the decision in the 
probate suit. An order for the administra- 
tion of the estate had been obtained as long 
ago as 1923, and in that action it was found 
that the deceased had died intestate, and 
that the plaintiff and the defendants were 
his next-of-kin. The deceased, it was stated, 
died worth £50,000. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan now held that, what- 
ever the result might have been of taking 
out administration de bonis non, there was 
no doubt that the plaintiff in this suit, 
George Dooley, was estopped from re- 
agitating this case owing to his conduct in 
the administration suit, and owing to the 
fact that the matters had been contested in 
the administration suit on the basis of death 
intestacy. Accordingly, His Lordship stayed 
the proceedings in the probate action, and 
dismissed the action, with costs.

It appears that a crowd gathered at the

The 
people standing in the middle of the bridge 
were precipitated into the river, others 
managed to cling to the broken woodwork, 
and those at the ends of the bridge were able 
to clamber ashore. 

The river under the bridge is about eight 
or ten feet deep. Willing hands were soon 
engaged in the task of rescue, and eventually 
all were got out of the water safely. 

It was fortunate that the sluice gate was 
closed, as otherwise many would have been 
carried by the current down under the mill 
to the turbine. A little girl was on" of the 
dozen people in the water, and was rescued 
by Mr. M. Sullivan, who had fallen in, and 
was at the time saving his little dog. He 
heard her cry for help, and, reaching down, 
pulled her up and brought her ashore. An 
elderly man, who was wearing a heavy top- 
coat, was thrown into the river, and grasped 
a plank. Someone above him, in trying to 
get to the land, stood on his shoulder and 
sank him again. Rising a second time, he 
swam up the stream and scrambled to safety 
through a hole in Spring Garden wall.
